PHESIDENT'S REVIEW. 

The President moved :—'" That while this 
Dail i of opinion that a proportion of the 
compensation which will be recoverable in re- 
erect of damage to or destruction of property, 
inflicted since the llth day of July, 1921, being 
the date of the truce between the forces of 
Great Britain and Ireland, should, under ap- 
proved eonditions, be borne as a national lia- 
wlitv, mevertheless, a date should be deter- 
minted as from whjch such liability should re- 
main a burden of the local authorities now pri- 
marily responsible for the same.” 

, Mr. Cosgrave said that in cases of pre-truce 
tamage the liability had been accerted by them 
end the British Government. The heavy burden 
mposed om the Exchequer of the Saorstat by 
his commitment alone would probably be such 
as to mecessitate the raising of considerable 
sams over and above the ordinary revenue that 
her would have, and it was not possible to 
stimate the precise figure that would be re- 


expected that it would run into many 
millions, and, apart from the question of the 
acgrecate amount, the burden on their Ex- 
-hequer would depend on the allocation of re- 
. sponsibility on a general survey of the position. 
Having regard to such factors as the destruc- 
ion of the Custom House, police barracks, and 
large mansions, the Dail would appreciate the 
seriousness of the position with which they were 
faced. 

The local authorities would be not only re- 
lieved of all that, but of the liability in cases 
of death or personal inijury. Relief under that 
head had been definitely conceded regarding 
the pre-truce period. The Government proposed 
to ask the Dail to make like concessions recard- 
ing personal cases in the post-truce period. 


PRE-TRUCE PERIOD. 


In the pre-truce period they were engaged in 
a national war, and theee losses were to be ex- 
pected under the circumstances. The benefit 
~ the fight put up im one part of the country 
was reaped by the whole country in the Treaty, 
end there were, accordingly, strong grounds for 
making the damage & national charge. 

The circumstances in the post-truce period 
were different. Much of the loss had arisen 
from acte which had nothing to do with the 
military operations, and could not be held to 
have been performed in the national interest. 
Some were, no doubt, possible owing to the 
absence of an effective police force. So far as 
these could be attributed to national circum- 
stances, the liability might fairly be contended 
io be national, but the responsibility must cer- 
tainly be regarded ds. local to rome extent. 

It would not be equitable that, by making 
the entire burden a national charge, residents 
in a county comparatively free from these acts 
should be in the same position as those where 
they were prevalent. On the other hand, it 
was recognised that it would not be desirable 
to push that unduly, on mere financial grounds. 
Also, it was felt to be necessary that the 
onus to be discharged should be spread over a 
period. It was admitted that the post-truce 
liabilities would largely exceed the pre-truce 
Labilities 

The raising of the money would present a 
rather serious problem, aggravated by the in- 
jury done to their credit by recent events. Un- 
ess better order was observed or imposed in the 
immediate future the Government, and even 
local authoritses, would not be in a position to 
raise the newessary moneys, and, as matters 
stood now, they were advised that it would be 
imprudent to cas on the Government alone the 
responsibility of finding these large sums. 


RAISING FUNDS. 

It was important, therefore,*on financial 
grounds, to utilise. m some degree, the exist- 
ng means for raising money through local 
bodies. It was the intention of the motion 
that due regard would be paid to the extent to 
which these bodies would be capable of assum- 
ng hability. 

it would be recognised that the position of 
local bodies in recent years had been very diffi- 
cult, and, as far as the Government was con- 
cerned, the necessary steps had been taken to 
remedy, to some extent, their difficulties occa- 
tioned through the war. 

Since Apr! the Government had paid the 
withheld grants, and the grants for the current 
vear would also be available. Hf, therefore, they 
made a reasonable effort to collect rates and 
carry on their administration in a proper, 
economical manner their position should be 
fairly s@und henceforth. Most of them hed 
made special efforts to economise. These did 
madh affect rates. 

It should also be remembered that they would 
be able to recover further sums in respect of 
grants stopped if tenant purchasers met their 
outstanding obligations in the matter of an- 
nuities under the Land Acts, and realised their 
own liability to the State in this connection. 
Every mémber could bring home to the people 
in his owh area the importance of having debts 
due to the Land Commission paid. 

li was,important to preserve an element. of 

‘al habihty, so that the machinery for deal- 
ing with the claims might work satisfactorily. 
The local authority must have some direct m- 
terest im contesting claims, and information 
ought to be given by them to secure that no 
extravagant claims went undefended. That was, 
perhaps, the most important matter in connec- 
tion with the reotion. 

The cases would be tried in the ordinar 
way before the County Courts, and, althoug 
the Government had undertaken liability to a 
rertain date, they should remember that in 
rvery county every man was a taxpayer, and 
the money would come out of his pockets. 

The date had not been fixed, but it did not 
necessarily mean that it would be a future date. 
There wag, he continued, an admitted respon- 
sitility towards restoring normal . conditions. 
otherwise it was useless for them to try to go on 
with the business. 


EXTRAVAGANT CLAIMS. 


Mr. Blythe said that it would be uiterly 
impossible for local authorities to bear the 
burden which, as the law stood at present, 
would fall upon them for the damage done 
since July 11, 1921. In some places it had 
heen extremely heavy. It was the duty of the 
local authoritres to see that claims were kept 
within bounds.

did not consider themselves bad citizens, and 


would not rob anyone in the ordinary. way 
would think it fair game. te put in exaggerated 
claims. The ordinary taxpayer would have to

The work of restoring order was onc in 
which the people must take their share. Any 
citizen not against order, government, 
moeracy, and majority rule should realise 
it was his duty to assist. It was the duty of 
a civilian ip any neighbourhood, as well as the 
soldier in that neighbourhood, to do what he 
could to stop this, to give information about 
the irregulars, to bring about their capture, or 
to bring about their deaths, if that was the 
only way to put an end to their operations. 

Mr. Johnson submitted that such an im- 
portant resolution should not be discussed at 
such. inadequate notice. They gathered that 
it was a war measure. They heartily endorsed 
the proposition laid down by the President in 
regard to the desirability of the development 
of a sense of civic responsibility, but he could 
not help thinking that, if they had time to 
look up the discussions in the British House 
of Commons on the Malicious Injuries Acts, 
they would find that the Chief Secretary's 
speech was very much like the two speeches 
which they had just heard. 

He opposed the principle of making a locality 
pay for damage done when that locality had 
not been given the power or responsibility of 
preventing that damage. It was an inequitable 
proposition. They were told, for instance, 
that the damage done in Donegal was done 
by people in Cork. Such things should be a 
national liability, and not a local charge. If 
the position were so improved and things were 
approaching a normal condition, and the 
damage done was purely the result of local 
ebullition, there might be something to be said 
for the motion, but at present it was an unjust 
proposition, and he asked the House to 
oppose it. 


DUBLIN'S BURDEN. 


aifst the Government on the 
motion.. He @ complained about the. short 
notice given for the disoussion. Dublin, being 
the capital of Ireland, had been the centre for 
all serious events during the last six years, and, 
if that motion passed and certain individuals 
made up their minds to attack the Govern:

ARTICLES THAT MUST 
BE PASSED. 
MINISTER'S LETTRR. 


In the Provisional Parliament on Thurs- 
day Mr. Thomas. Johnson asked the 
Minister for Home Affairs to enumerate 
the clauses of the draft Constitution of the 
Irish Free State’ which, in the Govern- 
ment’s view, must. be passed in their 
present form. 

Mr. O'Higgins mentioned several clauses, 
Yesterday he gave further particulars in a 
letter which he sent to Mr. Johnson. The 
letter is in the following terms :—. 

“With reference to the question addressed 
unexpectedly to us by your mi, rag evening, 
which, owing t6 our not having been informed 
of it beforehand, we were not in a position to 
answer with precision. Í believe it well to state 
now the reply with more definiteness, 

“The British position is founded upon Clause 
2 of the Treaty, which, you will remember, is 
in the following terms :— “ | 

‘Subject to the provisions hereinafter amet 
out, the position of the Irish Free Sta®®’in 
relation to the Imperial Parliament and 

Government, and otherwise, shall be bhat of 

the Dominion of Canada, and the law, prac- 

tice, and constitutional usage governing the 
relationship of the Crown, or the resenta- 
tive of the Crown, and of the Imperial Parlia- 
ment, to the Dominion of Canada shall 
govern their relationship to the Irish Free 

State.’ ) 

“Their claim is that it is the constitutipna! 
usage and practice to express certain matters 
in the name of the Crown, which is, as it were, 
the common language for certain, purposes of 
the Dominion, as also of England—that is to 
tay, of all the partners in, the Commonwealth. 
Thus, they claim, and msist, that Parliament 
must ba summoned and dissolved in the name 
of the Crown; that the King must be a member 
of the Legislature (in the constitutiom) British 
setise); that Ministers must be appointed in the 
name of the Crown; that judges must be ‘ap- 
pointed in the name of the Crown; that legisila- 
tion must be assented to in the name of the 
Crown; that every money vote must be, at the 
request of the Government of the day, pre- 
sented in a message from the Crown or 14: re- 
presentative. 

“You will be, of course, aware of the precise 
constitutional value of this form of proceeding. 

“The appointment of the Governor-Genen! 
is a necessary sequel to Clauses 2 and 3 of th 
Treaty. The preliminary clause, as has already 
been. explained, is insisted upon, and such ine 
sistence is largely attributable te the 
atmosnhere of doubt with regard to Irish good 
faith in giving effect to the Treaty, created by 
the circumstances of the time. 

‘Several other clauses are agreed texts after 
discussion, and I think it will be found that 
these agreed texts are in no case to the dis- 
advantage of Ireland. i 


ESSENTIAL CLAUSES. 


“To sum up, therefore, the provisions of the 
draft Constitution which it is essential to pire- 
serve in order to preserve the Treaty position 
are as follows :— 

“1. The preliminary clause. 

“2. Articles 1 and 2 are the agreed state- 
ment of the position arrived at as a result of 
the Londan Conference, 

“3. Articla 5—The form in which this ‘is 
expressed, confining the limitation so as not 
to apply it to honours given for work done 
by Irishmen abroad, is insisted upon by the 
British Government. 

“4. Article 8—In so far as it reproduces

“ 5. Article 12—In so far as it provides 
that the King shal] be a member of the 
Legislature.

“10. Article 41—As to the official text of 
the Act. This is copied from Section 67 of 
the South African Act. 

“Articles 48 and 49 are agreed texts. 
“12. Article 50—In so far as it provides that 
the Exeeutive authority is vested in the 
King, and, in so far as it provides that the 
appointment of Ministers is to made by the 
representative of the Crown. 

“15. Article 55--In so far as it imposes the 
oath on Ministers. | 

“14. Article 58-—Ás i , se the appoint- 
men. and salary of the Governor-General. 

“15. Article’ 65—The provigo at the end, 
the intention of which is to preserve only the 

‘prerogative right of appeal to the King in 
Council, and not the wider appeal existing 
in Canada. It is intended to give us the 
South African position. 

“ 16. Article 67—In so far as it provides 
that judges are to be appointed by the re- 
presentative of the Crown. 

“17. Article 77—In so far as it provides 
that the oath must be taken by members 
before this Dail can become the first Dail of 
the Free State. _ @ 

“18. Article 79—As regards the proclama- 
tion of the adoption of the Constitution. 

“ With reference to the proviso at the end 
of Article 65, it ‘will be observed that this 
gives, not the general appeal in al! cases, such 
as exists in Canada, but preserves only the 
minimum—namely, such right of appeal as is 
the prerogative of the Crown, which was also 
insisted upon in South Africa. The clause 
gives us the South African position—that is to 
say, no appeals from ordinary litigation, but 
only appeals in such matters as upon petition 
to the Crown it may be decided should be 
allowed for some special reason. The special 
reasons contemplated are such as arise from 
the litigation’{n question affecting the other 
members of the Commonwealth.” 


A DUBLIN AMBUSH. 
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SOLDIER KILLED. 


A determined attack was made in Dublin 
yesterday upon a lorry” which was conveying 
four soldiers of the national Army. Four 
civilians were injured, one of them seriously, 
and a soldier was killed. The civilians were :— 

Joseph Dawson (30 years), 17 Upper Gardiner 
street—seriously injured in the face, body and 
legs; and 

Joseph Haughton, 150 Arbour Hill—wounded 
in the legs and face—who were detained im 
Jervis Street Hospital ; 

Mary Anne Burke (20 years), of 95 Co a- 
tion Buildings—wounded in the wrist and face; 

Bartholomew O’Brien, 38 Lower Orie! sireet, 
Sevilla place, who received splinters of glass 
in the face. 

The following statement was issued in the 
afternoon :— | 

“ While a small party of troops were proceed- 
ing along Eden quay in a tende; ai 1.10 p.m. 
to-Jay a bomb was thrown at the car. It 
exploded, mortally wounding Private James 
Kennedy (who was sitting in the back of the 
vehicle) in the head. 

“Three other soldiers were wounded by 
prone, but not seriously. Immediately after 
the bomb explosion fire was opened on the car 
by irregulars standing near O'Connell Bridge. 
The troops returned the fire, with whet effect 
is not known, Private Kennedy died shortly 
after admission to hospital." 

The attack. took place shortly after one 
o'clock, ‘The army lorry: was being driven along 
Eden quay from Beresford place, in the direc- 
tion of O'Connell Bridge; and when it had 
reached a point opposite the laneway beside 
Mooney's licensed premises, a deafening ex- 
losion was heard. .1t was obvious that a bomb 
ad been thrown, and. this act was followed 
by the firing of revoivers. 3

SOLDIERS KILLED 
NEAR TRALEE, . 


| —— 
SENTRY ATTACKED IN 
WATERFORD. 


Kerry is now out of communication with the 
outside world; To get to Dublin from Tralee 
one must first travel by outside car over torn- 
up roads to Newcastle West, a distance of 
nearly forty. miles. Telegraphic communication 
with Tralee ceased more than a fortnight ago 
owing to continuous cutting of the telegraph 
wires, so that the postal strike does not make 
matters very much worse so far as Kerry is 
concerned. 

If it was not for the Fenit Pier and Harbour 
and the canal to Tralee, Kerry and parts of the 
Counties of Limerick and Cork would long since 
have been without foodstuffs. But the trans- 
port of food over the roads is open to seigure 
by brigands, as has frequently occurred during 
the past few weeks. Fourteen cartloads of flour 
for the people of Killarney were intercepted at 
Brennan's Glen last Saturday and carried off by 
armed men. Indeed, scarcely a day passes that 
people are not “held up ” on the roads and 
their goods taken from them. 

Under the prevailing conditions the trans- 
mission of news 1s necessarily slow and tedious. 
A report comes from Killorgiin that the national! 
troops there were attacked by irreguiars on 
Tuesday. A fight raged for four hours, after 
which the attackers were driven off. An attack 
on Rathmore was also beaten off.. There were 
no casualties amongst the national troops in 
either case. 

Some shots were fired at the troops in Tralee 
Barracks during Tuesday night, to which the 
garrison vigorously replied. Volunteer Cheese, 
of the Firet Western Division, a native ol 
Limerick, who was on sentry duty at the rear of 
Tralee Prison, had his left arm badly shattered 
by a rifle grenade. 


TWO SOLDIERS SHOT. 


Two fatal ambushes are recorded. Volunteer 
Lydon, Dublin Guards, attached to the Army 
Medical Corps, was killed in an ambush at 
Blennerville while going with some patients to 
join a boat for Dublin. 

Driver Magee, Dublin Guards, was killed in 
an ambush at Dysert, near Castleisiand. 

A civilian named Patrick Power (35) was shot 
dead in Rock «treet, Tralee, after midnight on 
Sunday night. . r

SENTRY WOUNDED. 


ASSAILANT ESCAPES. 

One of the sentries on duty at the Genera! Post 
Office was sniped on Thursday night, and 
wounded in the right thigh. His name is Volun- 
teer Patrick O'Neill. It appears that at about 
half-past nine o'clock Volunteer O'Neill was 
walking outside the Post Office in Kayser street, 
which leads up to High street, when he was 
shot from behind by a man with a revolver. 
Volunteer O'Neill walked into the Post Office, 
and shortly afterwards collapsed in great pain, 
exclaiming, “ I must have been shot.” 

His comrades rendered aid, and afterwards 
the injured man was conveyed to the County 
and City Infirmary, where he is progressing 
satisfactorily. The man who fired the shot was 
first seen staggering down the street, and it 1s 
stated that he merely feigned intoxication, as 
he immediately took to his heels after discharg- 
ing hie revolver. The guard at the Post Office 
on hearing the firing rushed out, put by that 
time a crowd of women and girls had collected 
in the vicinity, and although the man who fired 
the shot was. seen running away, the soldiers 
did not fire because of the presence of the 
civilians. Volunteer O'Neill is at present under 
going treatrrent if the infirmary. The bullet 
entered at the back of the right thigh, passing 
clean through the fleshy part of the leg, avoid- } 
ing the bone by the -narrowest margin.

FIRE FROM HOUSES. 


National troops, under General Galvin, have 
conducted very successful operations in: Mill 
street. and district. On Sunday night a number 
of arrests were made in and around Rathduane. 

On Monday national troops surrounded the 
village of Knocknagree. It was fair day, and 
large crowds were in the village. 

The first to enter were some of the Cycle 
Corps, and fire was opened on them from some 
houses in the village. Two of them had their 
bicycles smashed with bullets. 

General Galvin, in an armoured car, soon 
entered, and opened fire. Knocknagree was by 
this time surrounded by the national forces. 
The irregulars used a Thompson gun, and it 
was evident that they were covering a retreat, 
which the national forces endeavoured to cut 
off, but were not entirely successful. However, 
many were arrested and brought to Millstreet. 

The people attending the fair were panic- 
stricken, and ran in all directions for shelter. 
After the fire had ceased it was found that one 
civilian, who got into the line of fire, was 
wounded. 

The national troops had no casualties, and it 
is not known how the irregulars fared in this 
respect.

CHANAK OCCUPATION. 


A semi-official statement issued in Paris sars 
that with reference to the question of the 
Straits it is declared in French diplomatic circles 
that at the conference in March last the British, 
French, and Italian Foreign Ministers fore- 
shadowed the demilitarisation of both shores of 
the Straits and the stationing of Allied forces 
only at Gallipoli, while Albed military inspectors 
would only supervise the maintenance of 
neutrality on the southern shore. 

It must be pointed out that Lord Curzon did 
not allude to the agreement of September 5. 
1914, regarding a separate peace in expreseing 
his astonishment at the withdrawal of the 
French troops from Chanak, but based his 
arguments on the agreements-of 1919 and 1920 
relative to the Inter-Alied Commanu in the 
Near East.

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PEACE WITH HONOUR FOR 
TURKEY. 
SIMLA, Thursday. 

The twenty-five Moslam members of the Indiar 
Legislature who yesterday waited on the Viceroy, 
urged that the recent Turkish victories bad 
deeply stirred Moslem opinion in India. It 
gould not be denied, they said, that Turkey had 
erred in siding with the enemies of Great 
Britain in the fate war, but there was naturally 
a deep sympathy on religious grounds among 
Indian Mostems with Turkey.

Before this Government 
could go into conference on this matter, order 
and settled conditions should be restored to 
‘those parts of Ireland where such conditions 
were aheent. :

THE COST OF LIVING. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THB IRisii TIMES. 

Str,—Does your correspondent, “Raw Mate- 
rial,” whose letter appears in to-day’s issue of 
the Jrish Times, seriously suggest that the 
weight of a suit of clothes, less ilb., represents 
the actual weight of wool used im its construc- 
tion, or that any appreciable percentage of the 
pigs killed and cured in Limerick is purchased 
in Dublin? If a commission is appointed to 
inqr-re into the present cost of living in Ire- 
land, ali the factors mentioned by your corre- 
agg will be considered, in conjunction with 
the difference in the prices paid to the producers 
and the prices demanded from the public for 
articles which require no conversion—such as 
fruit and vegetables, eggs, etc. 

While the butcher’s estimate of the increase 
in his running expenses from 1d. to 4d. per ib. 
may be perfectly correct, the. fact that one 
mans expenses have increased to such an ex- 
tent is no excuse for the maintenance of the 
ponaet high prices. The increase easily could 

due to bad management or the employment of 
surplus staff, or other such causes, As regards the 
failure of many of the big manufacturing com- 
panies in Great Britain to pay a dividend, I 
think that when the. investigation takes place 
it will be found that it is the retailers. and not 
the manufacturers, who benefit by the high 

rices. As regards the delays, the losses. the 

reakages and the pilferages of goods, these all 
took plate when prices were normal, and had 
to be taken into account at that time also. The 
increased value of the commodity. of course 
enhances the loss occasioned by the breakage, 
pilferage, etc.; but proportionately the loss 
would not be any greater now, apart from the 
sa“ of civil commotion.

CORK WOMAN’S DEATH, 


Coroner J. J. McCabe, LL.B., solicitor, and a 
jury held’ an inquest at the Mercy Hospital, 
Cork, into the circumetances of the death of 
Mrs. Frances Sydney Haynes, who received 
seven bullet wounds in Dr. Dalton’s house, 
Morrisen’s Island, on Monday g during an 
attack by irregulars on Moore’s Hotel, which is 
at present occupied by the military. 

Iadhfetor Murphy represented the Cork Civic 
patrei. i . 

Mr. George Harvey, Inniscarrig, Western 
road, identified the body as that of his sister. 
She was 73 years of age and was a widow. 

Mrs. Rose Dalton, 12 Morrison s Island, stated 
pret about 9.30 o'clock on roy! night she 

eard a number of shots and took her children 
on to the stirs. While they were on the stairs 
she heard a scream from above. She went up, 
and Mrs. Haynes was standing outéide her i 
room door on the landing with her hand to her 
heart. She said, ''1 am badly hit, Mrs, Dalton,” 
and then she fell over against the witness’s 
shoulder. Witness supported her down stairs to 
another room, and with assistance she was able 
to get into bed. -Bhe left her daughters with 
Mrs. Haynes and went into Moore’s Hotel 
to tell the officers there that she had 
collapsed. In about a quarter of an hour the 
Red Cress ambulance arrived, and the military, 
having put some dressings on the wounds, took 
her to the Mercy Hospital. Up to that she 
had been in good health. She was a paying 
guest, and was in the house since July. 

Sergeant John Browne, national Army, who 
is stationed at the A.O.H. Hall, Morrison's 
Island, said that on Monday night he was 
sergeant of the guard-outside the hall, and 
about 9.30 he saw a Ford Car coming up on 
the opposite side of the channel and going in 
the direction of Buckingham place. After 
going down about fifty yards it stopped, and 
at that moment a crowd came round the 
corner of Buckingham place. The car backed 
towards Paige and then he heard a Lewis

striking the walls. He put his men im posi- 
tions at each window at once. A few bullets 
came through the windows of the hall in the 
space of three minutes. The fire then ceased, 
and an armoured car went in pursuit of the 
Ford car. 

To a Juror—Dr. Dalton’s house is between 
the hall and the hotel. 

To Inspector Murphy—It was from the car 
the shots came. It was the flash of the Lewis 
gun that I saw first. 

Dr. BE. F. O'Connor said that on Monday 
night between 10 and 10.30 p.m., Mrs. Haynes 
was admitted to the Mercy. Hospital suffering 
from bullet wounds and shock. He imme- 
diately got her to bed, and when in ted 
examined her. She had one wound im the left 
shoulder blade, one in the left groin, and five 
altogether in the lefs arm. They were 
ell superficial wounds. He also found that 
she: was, suffering from. very, severe shock, and 
treated her accordingly. She was semi-conscious 
up to Tuesday evening, but she never rallied, 
and she died between 7 and 7.30 that even- 
ing. Death was due to shock, the result of 
bullet wounds. 

The Coroner, in reviewing the evidence, said 
it was an extremely sad case. The deceased 
lady was connected with a well-known (Ccrk 
family, and they all, he assumed, knew her 
brother, Mr. Harvey, well. The evidence was 
before them, and it was for them to bring in a 
verdict. 

The jury found that death was due to shock, 
the result of bullet wounds inflicted by seme 
person or persons unknown, and expressed sym- 
pathy with Mr. Harvey and the deceased lady’s

A NEW ORGANISATION, 


A Ruling Elders’ Union has been formed in 
Belfast in connection with the Presbyterian 
Church in Ireland, and the initial meeting was 
held on Wednesday evening. The principal 
speaker was Mr. J. Burgess Black, Secretary of 
the United Free Church Elders’ and Church 
Workers’ Union, Glasgow, who delivered an in- 
teresting address on the work of the Union in 
Scotland. 

Mr. James G. Crawford (President), who 
occupied the chair, said that he was glad to see 
go many present at what they might call the 
first general meeting. Too many Unions in the 
world had more or less a selfish object, but 
Elders could be assured that that Union, ix 
etead of being of a selfish nature, wanted to 

the utmost of its ability the ideal 


ing ‘to the work of the 
Union in the United Free Church of Scotland, 
said that at first some of the clergy feared they 
might seek to usurp some of the functions of 
the Church Courts, but as time went on they 
found that they were out to help the Church 
and not to interfere. Now there was not one 
minister of the United Free Church in Glasgow 
who was not a friend of the Union. The 
reason was that they had so proved their use- 
fulness that the clergy saw now that their only 
object was service. 

The speaker referred to the encroachment on 
the Lord’s Day by méans of the cinema, and 
the more general introduction of Sunday sports, 
which constituted a grave menace to the 
Church. 

They would, no doubt, give the League of 
Nations all needed encouragement, and the 
subject of universal peace brought about by all | 
the Churches in the world would receive early 
consideration. 

He had all his life admired and loved Ulster, 
but he never admired and loved her more thaa 
he did now. She was the keystone in the 
arch of civilisation, and it was not too much 
to say that if she were blotted out to-morrow 
the future history of the world would be 
disastrously affected.

A SEA OF FIRE.

FAMILY SWIMS TO SAFETY. 


Professor Edwin Kemmerer, of Princetown 
University, and his wife and two children have 
reached New York from South America after a 
miraculous escape from death in a burning ship. 
The children are Donald, aged 16, and Ruth, hie 
junior by four years, 

The family are the only first-cabin passengers 
who survived the explosion which, on June 4th, 
sank the paddle-wheel steamer Villafranca in 
the Parana River, between Paraguay and 
Argentina. 

_ It was 2 o'clock in the morning when 5,000 
gallons of petrol in the hold blew up, and not 
only enveloped the vessel in flames, but spread 
a lake of fire round it, 

Roused from sleep, the family found their 
cabin doors held fast by déjris outside, and had 
to break them down to get out. Then, making 
their way amid the ies of a hundred men 
and women which blocked the companion ways 
and strewed the deck, they Foras go corr uin 

surrounded by flames fifty to sixty feet high 
that roared from the hatches. 

Lifeboats were being lowered, but these were 
consumed as soon as they splashed into the 
fiery oil-covered water. The ship was a 
furnace, and many persons, crazed by fear and 
burns, lea overboard, only to meet death 
from the flames. 

It was Professor Kemmerer’s coolness that 
caved the family in this extremity. All four 
were excellent, swimmers, and he instructed his 
wife and children to dive when he gave the 
word and swim under the burning sone as 
far as it was possible to remain beneath the 
surface. 

Meanwhile he kept them from going over- 
board. He had reasoned that the floating oil 
would eventually burn itself out, and he wanted 
to wait until the flames on the ship forced them 
to take the plunge. 

Eventually the Villafranca listed heavily on 
the side where they had stationed themselves. 
Then, climbing but on the deck rail about 20ft. 
ahove the river, the family went over and 
swam under water. 

When they came up they found themselves 
amid a quantity of wreckage, to which shriek- 
once were clinging.

HE present chaotic-condition of financial 
credit, and the uncertainties of the 
purchasing power of money, are be- 
coming matters of grave concern to 
more than the bankers, financiers, and 

econom}sts. The people who appl; thei: ener 
of hand or brain to the production of mon. 
and services are beginning to ask pertinent and 
awkward questions about the way in which 
the financial machinéry of industry has been 
managed by those to whom its control has 
heretofore entrusted. In ‘47 and °48 millions 
of Irish people starved while abundant food- 
stuffs were being exported, in obedience to 
“economic laws.” I doubt if the like could 
happen again. At all events, when “ funda- 
mental financial laws” are alleged by orthodox 
economists in explanation of the capricious 
freaks of the. purchasing power of money 
nowadays, we may be pardoned if we ask why 
these laws should be so. When public coon- 
fidence in a financing system is severely shaken, 
as vt is all over the world today, public 
curiosity about the principles and policy ol that 
gystem becomes legitimate, and the system 
as put on its trial. Many people, who never 
before took the trouble, are going “ behind the 
money to the things the money stands for,” and 
Bre popularising rather startling discoveries 
ebout the prevailing or capitalist method of 
financing industry. This is particularly true 
of the researches of. Major Douglas and other 
Vew Age and other publications If their 
rcheme has not yet found favour with ofthodox 
financiers and economists, this may be because 
it 1S not considered really sound or feasible: but 
Biso it may be because its adoption would 
break the most powerful (and anti-social) 
monopoly in the world—namely, sectional con- 
trol of the world’s industrial credit. 

Of course, anything that shakes public con- 
fidence in the reliability of money as an 
equitable medium of exchange and a reliable 
measure of economic values may lead to indus 
trial panic and disaster. But it is not only 
through Government mismanagement and tam- 
pering with the currency that “public confidence 
can be Jost. It can be lost through persistent 
msmanagement of financial credit, through 
ong-continued subordination of this social trust 
to anti-social and sectional interests by those 
who effectively contro! this credit, whether with 
the active connivance or the passive toleration

In the interests of their peoples, Governments 
ought Lo have effective control of the issue the 
quantity, and the purchasing power of. the 
medium of exchange in their respective 
countries. It is a notorious fact that they have 
not, that both Governments and peoples are at 
the mercy of: groups of private citizens who 
have a monopoly of this control. [i is bein 
discovered that the manner in hi 4 

which these 
groups have exercised this control. the licy 
edopted by them in issuing financial credit in 
the form of “ costs” and recovering it in the 
form of “ prices,” necessarily tends to frustrate 
and is in fact frustrating, the essential pu e 
which the machinery of money is assum to 
tubserve—namely, the fullest possible em loy - 
ment of human capacity to ná noin and deliver 
goods and services for the satisfaction of human 
needs. "“ Government,” writes Sir Lancelot 
Hare (1), “ ought to be anxious to secure the 
welfare of its people, and should.take measures 
to secure constancy and stability in the standard 
of ‘value. This ought to be their supreme and 
overmastering aim in the management of 
currency. ey have, in fact, neglected it 
entirely, and this not in one country only, but 
im nearly all countries.” té: 

There is another duty of ho less importance 
which they have equally neglected, and that is 
the duty of so.regulating the inflow of currency 
in prices of ultimate commodities as compared 
with its outflow in coets of production, that the 
machinery of money will be made to foster in- 
custry rather than frustrate it, and that there 
will be adequate purchasing power in the hands 
©. comsumers wherewith to purchase its product. 
This duty has been emphasised by the 
' Douglas " school of credit reform. Bui, if we 
are to judge by the anxiety of the orthodox 
economists and financiers to inaugurate a policy 
of “deflation” and to get back to the “ gold 
standard” and to “pre-war conditions” of 
finance (2) (as if these made for economic pro- 
duction and equitable distribution!), we may 
well doubt whether any of the ¢xisting Govern- 
ments in capitalist countries’ will have either 
the courage or the wisdom to avert revolution 
by adopting the “ Douglas ” scheme of credit 
reform, or the plan suggested by Bir L. Hare, 
or the legal limitation of interest advocated by 
Mr. Walier Jones; or that they will adopt any 


GRADUAL DEFLATION. 


However this may be, a few remarks on the 
subject-matter of those various suggestions may 
possibly sharpen interest in some very grave 
financial problems which will face our Irish 
Government in the near or immediate future. 
They wil have many financial experts warnin 
them not to “ tamper with the currency” an 
telling them that a new Government should 
risk no experiments. The cosmopolitan 
financiers a bankers will, moreover, be 
ready with their loans—on the usual 
terms. I labour under the disadvantage of 
not being a financial expert. But—fimeo 
Danaos et dona ferentes. 1 hope the Irish Go- 
vernment will pause and consider before 
accepting the gifts. 

Sir Launcelot Hare, advocating a policy of 
gradual currency deflation (3) admite that 
“without increased production withdrawal of 
currency will be unwise, and perhaps uneafe, 
and probably disastrous in many industries.” 
He does not say how production can be stimu- 
lated concurrently with the proposed with- 
firawal: but he thinks that producers can and 
ought to bear the burden of gradually falling 

lf he means the owners and financiers, 
have no notion of bearing the burden. 
They will pass on the burden of “ costs” to 
the. shoulders of the consumers’ through 
* prices,” and in so far as they cannot do this 
they will, refuse credit and paralyse produc- 
tion (4)... High prices will continue to deprive 
the consimersyof adequate purchasing power 
to buy the goods produced; hence industrial 
stagnation and unemployment. To the prospect 
of the producers making the sacrifice sug- 
gested, the only alternative he sees is “ doing 
no business, which “ means ruin altogether” 
(p. 22). This, in fact, is the only alternative— 
and it is actually being verified—in the present 
financing system. 

The labour of the masses is prevented from 
converting the sources of wealth into goods 
and eervices. But the function of industry, as 
conceived by the financiers, and embodied in 
their policy, is not the production of goods and 
gervice for society. It is rather the subordina- 
tron of this purpose to the making of money— 
meoomes for the controllers of currency. Em- 
ployment, production, and exchange of goods 
and services are. in their view, merely means 
to this end, and are to be promoted only in 
so far as they subserve it. 


A NEW SYSTEM. 


But there is another alternative, namely, the 
adoption of a financing ststem, euch as that 
indicated by Douglas and Orage (5), which 
would eubordinate currency and financial credit 
to national economic production, instead of the 
present system, which eubordinates all industry 
to sectional control of the currency. Because 
“there ie now somewhere about ten times as 
much British currency as before the war,” it 
would take ten times the volume of pre-war 
trade and exchanges to recover average pre-war 

' “by inerease of prodnction ” alone (6). 

' Hare does not conceive to be 

nowhere does he show us thet 

getting back to pre-war prices (whether by 
such an increase of production or otherwise) is 
an essential condition of industrial prosperity, 
And, as a matter of fact, it is not. For it 
is not the actual height of a prevailing price 
level that injuriously affects industry, but its 
height relatively to the amount of onrrency 
available in the hands of the consumere for the 

Of course as Mr. Orage points out (7), under 
the oxisting system of financing and price- 
fixing ' the more money in currency [í.e., in 
circulation) the dearer goods have become with 
the natural consequence that people have come 
to regard an ‘inflation of credit,’ or the in- 
crease of purchasing power, with just sus- 
picion” But if prices were regulated as they 
ought to be, according to the ratio of National 
Consumption to National Production, and not as 
they are, by relation of goods to money in cir- 
culation, there would be “ no harm in an 
abundance of money,” bat quite the contrary. 
“Inflation is. the name of a monetary 
disease. . . . . (and) means an abnormal in- 
crease of money.” (8) But what is an abnormal 
increase? Or what is the normal and proper 
amount of ‘currency to have in circulation in a 
country? Being a conventional medium of = 
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accurately represent the total real wealth of 
the community, j.c., the total output of these, 
plus the existing artificial ital, intermediate 
products, and raw materials. It should be 
issued to the community as producers in the 
form of costs of production (remuneration for 
roductive services: wages, salaries, dividends 
or contribution of sources, costs of raw 
materials); and it should be taken back from 
the community as consumers in the form of 
rices for ultimate commodities and services. 
issue of costs should be up to the full 
demand of the community's capacity as pro- 
ducers; all capital and income accounts should 
be kept separately; the former should be part 
of the national capital account, and producers 
and financiers should be administrators of these 
accounts, showing the outflow of costs and the 
inflow of prices; home prices should be 
periodically eo regulated as to bear to costs 
e same ratio as total national wealth con- 
sumption bears to total national wealth pro- 
duction. Thus tho total volume of currency 
would be always approximately adequate to the 
total exchange demands upon it, and prices 
would automatically rise or fall according as

THE PRESENT SYSTEM. 


_ The disastrous feature of the present financ- 
ing system is that it allows the rate of fro- 
duction of goods and services to be deter- 
mined by the price-level of these; whereas this 
rate should be determined only by the 
measure of the full productive capacity 
of the community, or its labour-energy of hand 
and brain applied to the community's natural 
sources of wealth. Money being the mechanism 
whereby specialised labour is applied to these 
sources, and the product distributed, National 
Credit Currency should be issued in such volume 
as to finance the fullest ible production both 
of artificial capital and of consumable ds 
and services; and the price-level of these should 
be so regulated, in relation to total costes of 
production, that the currency issued according 
to the rate of Wealth Production would be 
taken -back according to the rate of Wealth 
Consumption. In this way not only would the 
total volume of currency in circulation be kept 
accurately representative of the Real Wealth of 
the communfty, but the monetary standard of 
economic values—i.¢e., the purchasing power of 
the unit of currency, would retain all the sta- 
bility which the security of trade and industry 
demands. For the unit of currency would then 
be a National Bond guaranteeing to its holder 
a definite share of the existing total Wealth of 
the Nation: its purchasing power would have 
the only possible stability which can equitably 
attach to any monetary standard: it would vary 
only as it ought to vary—ie., with the variation 
of the total Wealth of the Nation. (10). 

All economists are aware that there can be no 
such thing as an absolutely stable monetary 
standard of economic values: (11) 
end all unbiassed economists recognise that the 
enslavement of currency to the standard of 
value supposed to be furnished by a definite 
quantity (and “ fineness”) of one particular 
commodity—viz., gold, has enabled currency and 
credit monopolists to demoralise and play havoc 
with the world’s industry by making the pur- 
chasing power of all money absolutely unstable 
and unreliable. 


THE FETISH OF GOLD. 


I have been unable to see any force in Sir 

_ Hare’s contention that return to pre-war 
prices is essential to industrial prosperity. 
Neither can I see why he regards as desirable 
the restoration of a gold currency, inasmuch as 
he, very rightly, recognises the evils of a 
fiuctuating (gold) standard of value. (12). 
The vroposal he himself makes for stabilising 
the purchasing power of currency is to “fix 
the value of the currency unit upon as many 
items of goods and services as possible and not 
only upon gold.” (13). 
He would use the index numbers, which indicate 
the movements of the general price-level, as a 
guide to regulate the quantity of currency in 
circulation, The Government would regulate 
the supply, through a Currency Commissioner, 
and so secure constancy of purchasing power 
for the unit of currency. The suggestion is in 
many ways interesting. It frankly recognises 
that the fetish of the gold standard of value 
it outworn and impossibie, and it aims at 
emancipating currency from the tyranny of the 
gold basis. It rightly inzisis on Government— 
t.¢., ete control of the issue of currency inte 
circulation. 


THE NEED OF REFORM. 


Nevertheless, it does not go far enough to be 
of the least, practical benefit to industry. And 
why? Because it leaves the power of fixing the 
prices of the products of industry in the hands 
of those who provide the costs to finance the 
industries! process; it in no way changes or 
interferes with the present policy of financing 
production; and as long as this policy prevails 
industry is bound to languish. For, one section 
of the community considered as producers— 
viz., those who loan currency on credit to defray 
the costs of production—aim at so fixing the 
prices of ultimate products sold to the com- 
munity as consumers that all the currency 
issued in costs against those products and 
artificial capital will come back to the financiers 
in prices of ultimate products only. Under this 
policy the pyrchasing power of currency over 
ultimate products is bound to depreciate in the 
measure of artificial capital costs. These are 
continuously shifted on to prices; and what 
happens in practice is that all the purchasing 
power issued to the non-financing saction of the 
community as producers—.ec., to all the workers 
by hand or brain—is taken back from these as 
consumers by the financing section in exchauge 
for an ever-diminishing fraction of ultimate 
commodities. As long as the power of con- 
trolling the volume of money in circulation, 
whether legal tender currency or industrial 
credit money, is in the hands of a section of 
the citizens; and this same section is permitted 
to control production by fixing the prices of 
products, the whole function of industry (the 
production of real wealth) is subordinated to 
sectional control if the medium of exchange 
—t.c., an end—is subordinated to a means, and 
economic conditions must necessarily drift 
towards chaos and revolution. Douglas, Orage, 
and other exponents of Credit Reform have 
proved this to demonstration. Their proposal— 
to regulate prices periodically at the fraction of 
costs indicated by the ratio of Total National 
Consumption to Total National Production— 
would involve an automatic use of statistics of 
costs and prices, analogous to the use suggested 
by Sir L. Hare for the index numbers. It 
would appear to be equally feasible; and, if 
feasible, it would certainly render possible 
that economic progress and prosperity which 
the present financing system sain Óra 
renders impossible. 

It is all very well for writers like Sir L. Hare 
to say that prices must travel back by the same 
road by which they rose from pre-war level, 
and that it is those who gained by the rise who 
must now be prepared to-bear the sacrifice of 
the fall. In any such transition it is not the 
section who gained who would now lose. They 
can, and will, always make the vast working 
end non-financing section of the community 
surrender up all the costs dispensed to them, 
in the form of prices, for a fraction of the 
product. If currency is deflated to force down 
prices, they will refuse to advance credit for 
costs which they see no prospect of fully 
** recovering "’ ; they will force.up their rates of 
interest, tighten credit, and simply refuse to 
finance production; and so the old tragic pro- 
ramme of forced unemployment, of engineered 
‘slumps ” and “ booms,” and frenzied financial 
speculation, will continue to play havoc with 
the world’s industry—and, with the lives of 
countless millions of people,

KEMAL PASHA. 
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A Romantic Figure. 
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In the July number of the Fortnightly 
Review there is an interesting account of the 
man whose name is given to the party of which 
he is leader in the Bast. The article in ques- 
tion tells how that, forty years ago, when 
Abdul Hamid Il. was Sultan in Constantinople, 
a minor official in the Salonioa Customs died, 
leaving a widow with an infant son. This boy 
was intended by his mother for the Mosque 
School snd the career of a hoja, but the lad 
was taken by the uniforms of the Army officers 
he saw in the streets, and entered the military 
echool of his native town, where his teacher in 
mathematics became so attached to him that he 

ave him the name of Kemal, which means In 

urkish, rightness, instead of his given designa- 
tion, Mustapha. i 

Kemal, as he was henceforth known, passed 
out of the War Academy at Constantinople at 
the age of twenty-two. He soon. became 
interested in political matters, and hig rooms 
were the headquarters of the Secret Society of 
Liberty. His subsequent career is a series of 
arrests, escapes, changes of ition, return to 
the Army, and the formation by him of a 
Society of Progress. The various changes and 
revolutions in the early years of the 20th Cen- 
‘tury in Turkey and the East brought Kemal 
into at public notice, but when the rule of 
Abdul Hamid was succeeded by that. of Enver, 
Kemal withdrew somewhat, into imactivity of 
action. He remained, however, a Turkish 
officer, and was to suffer exile and recog- 
nition that gave him at least an exciting time. 

His military ability, and his successes duri 
the great war, gained him high renown, an 
his popularity therefrom brought the 
usual penalty of . jealousy. from. those 
in high quarters. He attained distin uished 
rank in the army, and his exploits during the 

ast few years make interesting reading. The 
Greek occupation of Smyrna would appear to 
have re 2 in him fiery ideas of power and 
the establishment of his headquarters in 
Angora, “a town of mtd and malaria, was 
intended to further this design. ie

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THE CIVIC GUARD 
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And the Story of the 
Old Dublin. Watch. 


FF“ 
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HE completion of the eguipment 
training of the new Civic Guard 
Garda Siochana) should render 
teresting a glance backwards to 
days of the merry King Charles II., 
when the English Government formed the first 
police force known in Dublin. The body was 
called ' “The Dublin Watch,” and the members 
of it were familiarly known as '“ The Charleys.”’ 

‘Prior to the ushering in of the Watch the 
citizens of Dublin had to protect themselves to 
the best of their ability. It must be remem- 
bered, however, that in those days almost every 
man carried a brace of pistols or a sword. The 
etreets were badly lighted, too, and after night- 
fall many a fierce fight rook place with high- 
waymen, footpads, and other gentlemen of that 
kidney, who roved about in the darkness taking 
toll of hapless wayfarers. 

Apropos of the condition of affairs then exist- 
ing, The Gentleman's Chronicle, bearing date 
the 4ih of January, 17435, gives details of a 
desperate encounter which took place a week 
previously in Hoggin Green, when a party of 
seven gentlemen returning from Christmas 
festivities were waylaid by a formidable gang 
of armed footpads, who demanded their 
valuables. The returning merry-makers drew 
their swords and pistols and at once 
attacked the robbers. Soon a desperate 
conflict was progress. The defenders 
were led by young Lord Farniey, a 
notorious young blood of the day, and they 
flung themselves on the robbers: with all the 
impetuosity of youth. Farniey drove his sword 
through the leading robber, shot another 
them dead, and was at once felled by a crush- 
ing blow on the head from a pistol butt. But, 
meanwhile, his companions were not idle, and 
the ring of steel on steel rang out on the night 
silence. The desperadoes, | ria outnum- 
bered the gentlemen by three to one, and before 
the tight had been long in progress two of the 
latter, apart from Lord Farnley, lay insensible 
on the cobbled road. The others fought on, 
in frustrating the designs of 
the miscreants until the arrival of a. troop 
of dragoons, who captured. every one of the 
ruffians without a struggle. It is some sa'is- 
faction to know, from the records of the same 
journal, that the ringleaders of this attempt on 
the lives and property of the citizens were dul; 
condemned to death and executed. 


A DECREPIT FORCE. 


But, to return to the history of the Gid 
Dublin Watch. Had the recruits for this 
ancient institution been men of good }..ysique, 
they would, no doubt, have proved themselves 
quite equal to the task of protecting the citizens 
and their property. This, however, was not the 
ease. They were generally old and decrepit men, 
most of them over 60 years of age, and many of 
them over 70. In their earlier days they 
had been domestic servants and retainers of 
wealthy Irish gentlemen. The titled people and 
the rich landed folk of the day regarded the 
Dublin Watch as a means of providing 
comfortably for their aged servitors when 
incapacitated, and in many cases suffering from 
wenile decay. 

The Watch wore a long great coat, reaching 
i> the toes of their boots, and this was 
provided with three or four collars or capes, 
descending over the shoulders. For head-gear 

¥ wore a low-crowned, broad-brimmed hat. 
If these unfortunate custodians of the law 
were able to make any éffort to frustrate 
malefactors their clumsy dress at once rendered 
them ineffective. Any attempt to move beyond 
a walk was attended with a certain amount 
of rimk, as they at once tripped over the long 
skirts of their coats. 

They were armed with but one weapon. This 
was along, stout pole, on one end of which 
was a spear, and on the other a crook. The 
latter was ¢ommonly supposed to facilitate the 
capture of agunaway. As a matter of fact, how- 
ever, it merely afforded the runaway a very good 
opportunity, which he rarely failed to take, of 
retaliating by grasping the pole by the hook 
and using the ar on the Watch himself. In 
addition to the pole, the Watchman carried a 
prodigious rattle, which, when violently twisted 
round, made a load, rasping sound. This noise 
was meant to eonvey to the guardhouse, 
which was usually half a imile away, that 
the Watch was im trouble and) required imme- 
diate assistance. en if the sound of the 
rattle could be heard at such a distance, and, 
as a matter of fact, it never was, it would 
have been of very little use, for it was the in- 
variable custom of the offenders of the law to 
first deprive the old men of their rattles, and 
then to inflict condign punishment upon them. 


BEATING THE WATCH. 


It is needless to say that the citizens soon 
conceived an utter contempt for these ancient 
and almost impotent custodigns of the law, 
and after a while ceased to regard them in 
any other light than that of a joke. Indeed, 
these unfortunate old men were the means of 
providing endless amusement fer the young 
““bloods ” of the day. One of the favourite 
pranks of these gallants was “beating the 
Waitch.”’ A band of them would sally forth at 
night from: the coffee-houses, steal behind the 

r old men, smash their hats dowh-over their 
un with a blow, and before they were able 
to liberate themselves from. the big, awkward, 
and heavy headgear, snatch their feles and 
rattles from them, and decamp with them as 
trophies: At times these precious you went 
the length of relieving the Watch of their 
greatcoats and fats, and it is recorded that 
one of them, wuo. Lad just succeeded in ob- 
taining his wig and gown, and who ough’ to 
have had more respect for the majesty of the 
law, prided himself on the possession of half 
a dozen. coats and hats belonging to the Wateh, 

One of the duties of the old Watch was th 
pass along the streets of the city at night calling 
out the different hours and the state of the 
weather. “ Past twelve o'clock, and a cloudy 
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ing!" might have been heard by the citizen of 
those days if he were suffering from insomnia. 
With the majority, however, the information 
fell on deaf ears, as the healthy members of the 
community were wrapped in the arms of 
Mort heus. 
Up to the year 1800 the Dublin Watch con- 
tinued in force—the same method of recruital 
being observed. In the year 1805, however, 
a new scheme was framed which came into oper- 
ation in the year 1808. This was called “ The 
Parochial Watch,”’ the members of which were 
no longer old and feeble, and who could gener- 
rally be relied upon to render an.account of 
themselves. They were armed with short swords, 
and at night carried. heavy pistols. The 
Parochial atch received, in turn, its death 
blow on the 15th January, 1838, when the new 
Metropolitan Police Force came into existence.

T has been shown .thai, by virtue of 
the constitutional status of the Dominions, 
all legislative atrthority ‘is within the 
Dominion.. The Executive authority of 
government is likewise wholly internal. No 
commands can be given from “without, 
either. by the British Government or 
any other authority, to the Dominion 
Government or to any: branch of its public 
services or administration. Of course, repre- 
sentations and communications may made, 
and are freguently made, and an established 
channel for such purpose exists; but they are 
not made in any voice of command, but exactly 
in the same manner in which they might be 
made to a country of independent standing— 
that is. to be laid before’ the responsible 
Ministers for their consideration. , 
It is a special feature of the British con- 
etitutional system that the functions and 
powers of Executive. Government vest in the 
Crown: but they vest impersonally—that is, in 
the Crown or Kingship as an institution, not 
in the’ King as a person. Moreover, none of 
the wer or. authority so vested may be 
axercised as prerogative of the Crown, but may 
be exercised only through, and by, the 
Ministers, who, in respect of everything done 
or advised by them, are responsible to Parlia- 
ment and hold their office subject to the will 
of Parliament. This makes Parliament supreme. 
The Dominions have without exception 
adopted this feature of the British system as 
the best method so far known in conetitu- 
tionalism, and I observe that it is proposed in 
the draft Constitution to adopt the same 
attern of Executive authority for Ireland. 
The position then will be, as in the Dominions, 
that the formal and legal embodiment of 
government—that is, of executive and ad- 
ministrative. not legislative, authority—will be 
the Governor-General-in-Council. This embodi- 
ment is defined in Dominion Constitutions as 
being ‘‘ the Governor-General acting by and 
with the advice and consent of the Executive 
Council.” The Executive Council consists of 
the responsible Ministers, popularly called the 
Cabinet, who hold office by the will of Parlia- 
ment; they are in no sense responsible to the 
Governor-General. They are responsible wholly 
to Parliament, and are thus pm, wong: for 
everything that they do or leave undone 
The manner in which all this constitutional 
elaboration works out in practice is that day 
by day government is carried on by public de- 
sartments under the control of the Ministers. 
Bic matters thus reach the Minister himself for 
decision, and the biggest things he takes to 
Cabinet for discussion and decision. Cabinet 
policy is formulated, and takes effect through 
Parhament. Cabinet. decisions in matters of 
administration and government become effective 
on Cabinet authority. When Cabinet decisions 
are of a character that require to be validated 


to an agenda for approval and _ reeord in 
Executive Council. At the Executive Council, 
which is a meeting of the Ministers presided 
over by the Governor-General, the agenda is 
approved. There is no discussion in Executive 
Council. If. by any chance, an item on the 
acenda is called in question, that item is with- 
drawn and taken back to Cabinet tor review 
and fresh decision All decisions are reached 
and made in Cabinet and only brought up to 
Executive Council for validation or the sanction 
required by form of law. 


THE SYMBOL OF THE CROWN.

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Whatever may 
where centuries of tradition 
left their imp: the 
the Crown representative 
being free from vestiges of 
certain. and answers to the terms of the Con- 
stitution. When the Dominions were in the 
stage of Colonies the Governor. r presented 
the Colonial Office—that is, the British Ministry 
of the day. But that has changed with the 
constitutional development which has raised the 
Dominions to nations. On this subject, General 
Smuts, in one of his explanatory speeches | to 
Parliament (23rd June. 1920), said: 

‘Inder the former system the ( 
Governor-Genera! ‘epresentative 
Colonial Office . system has passed . 
Lader the new fovernor-General si 
o what he is acco! I 
representative 
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cleared away. 

As regards all matters of 
between Britain and th 
Dominion Prime Ministers now 
directly with the British Prime 
not through the Colomial Office. 

In the common sovereignty British 
Commonwealth the Crown, as of that 
govereignty, is the symbol and instrument of 
unity. standing for each and all, amd the 
Governar-General holds by deputation that 
eapacity in the Dominions. t is his only 
capacity. 

The Crown is also a unit the legislative 
authority—which, in the Dominions (as now in 
Ireland) consists of Parliament and the King— 
and as such the King’s assent to Acis of Par- 
liament is required as part of the process of 
enactment. It is now the accepted constitu- 
tional doctrine in the Dominions that the 
Crown has no rights or position apart from the 
Dominion Parliament and Ministers except as 
guardian of the unity of the Commonwealth 
and in matters where that unity is at stake. 
Consequently it is likewise held that the veto 
of the Crown on Acts of Parliarhent is limited 
to that one sphere. Adveriing to this point, 
General Smuts, in a speech to the Union Parlia- 
ment on 13th September, 1919, said :— 

“The next question is whether the right of veto 
still exists. and whether the King could veto a law 
if passed by this Dominion Parliament for secession 
from the kmpire .. On any ordinary law there 
in reality, no such thing as veto; on a law 
for secession it would not only be the King’s right, 
but, according to our Constitution and the 
Constitution of the Commonwealth, it would be bis 
duty to keep himself ii orce and in connection 
with our Parliament and Union . But, so far 
as ordinary laws are concerned, the power of veto 
ia obsolete and irrevocable kvery legal 
authority worth considering agrees on those points. 


THE PARLIAMENTARY OATH. 

The terms of the Parliamentary oath have 
never provoked any objection in the Dominions. 
They still have the ancient form which swears 
“true allegiance to the King and his heirs and 
successors according to law.” Apparently no 
one has thought fit, or felt any reason, to make 
any difficulty about it. Even the avowed 
Republican members in the South African 
Parliament take it, and take it without pro- 
test or expressed objection. Seemingly it ie 
taken for granted that the position of 
Crown, relatively to Parliament, is settled to 
the «atisfaction of Parliament, and that the 
oath is part of the settlement. It is, of course, 
perceived and well understood that the execu- 
tive: legislative, and sovereign powers vested 
and centred in the Crown appertain, not to 
the King’s person, but to his office, and are 
exercisable, not as a personal prerogative, but 
for purposes of his office only, and then 
through, and subject to the advice of, Ministers. 
That is to say. the. Crown or Kingship is an 
institution subject to the laws, rules, and 
usages, which make up the Constitution, and 
the King can only fulfil his office according. to 
the Constitution. For that reason, apparently, 
the terms of the oath have not evoked any 
refusal. | 

In the Irish negotiations the taking and terms 
of the oath were, for the first time, questioned 
and thus brought under close examination. 
This was due, doubtless, to the fear that the 
King and British Ministers would in practise 
eome to mean one and the same thing. How- 
ever that may be, tha terms, having been 
challenged, have been modified to express the 
modern relations between the Crown, as the 
apex of government; and the people in whom 
the source of power and government abides. 
When we allow for the force of tradftion, 
especially on British habits of mind, the Irish 
form of oath corresponds fairly evenly with 
modern conceptions. The old feudal] allegiance 
to the person of the King, which was formerly 
bheld to be the tie which bound the King’s 
eubjects in national community, 1s not to 
found in the Irish oath, and the allegiance 
eworn is to: the Iridh Constitution, which is a 
gonstituent in the Commonwealth Constitution. 
In addition, thare is promise of fidelity to the 
Kime in virtue of the common ger egg, Shae 
the: Commonwealth of Nations which the King 
re nts. i 

This new and greater citizenship in no way 
derogates from the Irish citizenship and 
nationality which belengs by birth to Irish 
people, In the same way in which the children 
of Canada, Australia, New Zealand, and South 
Afriea @pjoy (and usually flaunt) their respec- 
tive natignalities, so will the Irishman be en. 
titled to proclaim himself Irish in any and 
every way that he may desire, notwithstanding 
the greater citizenship which he also shares in 
community with the others.

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IN THE SOUTHERN SEAS. 


A New Zealand Wonderland-~Whakawewsirewe 
—Blue and Green Lakes. | 


OT lakes and cold Jakes, blue lakes 
and green }hakes, woods that are fairy 
lands of verdure, flaming volcances, 
bleak mountain tops strewn with lava 
boulders, seas of grey mud, disclosing i 

here and there shelves of trenslucent wiry-like 
deposit, huge geysers, hurling columns of steam 
to the skies—these are some of the sights of 
the Southern Wonderland. Add to these, boil- 
ing mud pools, bubbling and simmering like grue 
some Titan porridge spots, and sulphur springs 
clear as crystal, but smelling, oh! so evilly; and 
your imagination is, so to'speak, staggered. Yet 
each and all are to be found within a few 
square miles of country—the thermal regions in 
the North Island of New Zealand. 
Nowhere else in the world are found such luxu- 
riant scenic beauties combined with such sawe- 
inspiring phenomena. And, rerhaps, nowhere 
else in the world may tired invalids find again 
the road to health amid such charming and in- 
teresting surroundings. All parts of this district 
are within easy reach of Rotorug—a delightful 
town, well faid out with public gardens and re- 
aerves, tree-shaded streets, hotels, boarding 
houses, and finely equipped sanatoria. It lies 
on the shore of a large lake of the same name, 
where abounds the trout for which New Zea- 
land is celebrated. All around are lakes and 
streams equally attractive to fishermen who - 
take their way thither from many lands. The 
rresent Governor-General Lord Jellicoe—often 
enjoys a holiday from busy public life on these 
parts, with his rod and gun. For on ‘the ranges 
that form the island’s backbone are found 
herds of large deer. These are strictly protected 
by the Government, so that deer-stalking is 
legal for only a short annual season of six 
weeks. 


ROTORUA. 


But the chief attraction of Rotorua hes in the 
many natural medicinal baths and springs which 
are scattered along the shores of the lake. A 
large pump-room stands in the chief public park, 
and round it are various small geysers and sul- 
phur pools. It is a strange sight to see the 
fumes of the latter rising up among gay flower 
beds and velvet lawns, Sut in less frequented 
spots pools and springs are not enclosed, 
there is a danger of a careless step bringing 
disaster. At a large sanatorium in the grounds 
patients are treated by medical specialists. 
chiefly. for rheumatism and skin diseases. The 
clear. cold sulphur water of Te Aroha, another 
resort, is brought to Rotorua for drinking pur- 
poses. Some of the baths are not only bene- 
ficial to the sick, but may be taken freely by 
those who are well and strong. The. delights of 
the “ Rache! ’’ swimming bath, which has a tem- 
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perature of blood heat, will not easily be for- 
gotten. lt makes the skin as soft as velvet, 
stimulates the whole system, and refreshes the 
nerves. One would be tempted to spend long 
lays, as the Romans did, moving languidly im 
the soothing waters, with occasiona! intervals 
of repose on couches of Orienta) luxury. Most 
of the baihs, however, may only be taken unde 
doctor’s orders, and the mud baths are supposed 
to possess special healing qualities. At Waiwera, 
some miles from Rotorua, there is a large bath 
where natural surroundings are preserved. It 
is fringed with graceful ferns and overhung’ by 
shady bush-trees and palms. 

In the two native villages of the neigh- 
bourhood—Ohinemutu and -Whakawewarewa 
(‘“ Whaka ” for short)—Maori life may be studied 
at close quarters. It is true, course, ‘that 
contact with Europeans has taken away much 
of the characteristic native simplicity and 
attractiveness. Hordes of i 
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dark-skinned 
children pursue the tourists with offers of the 
performance of a “haka” (war dance) for a 
few pence, and beggars abound. Ba many of 
the guides, both men and women, are most 
dignified and intelligent. Their services are 
very necessary in places where the earth crust 
is insecure; and every stcn must be taken with 
eare to avoid terrible pitfalls in the shape of 
scalding pools. The Prince of Wales regarded 
his visit to these regions aa one of the most 


. 


enjoyable and interesting experiences of his 
world travels. ' ! 

The natives carry on their cooking 
in long. wooden: troughs; which they let dowa 
into the shallower hot pools and streams: Th 
these bowls they place the food in. jars, or tin 
vessels, and it is: cooked “ to a turn” by this 
pleasant labour-saying system provid by 
nature. Unfortunately, these and other natural 
benefits, including the fertility of the soil, which

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grows abundance of fruit and | “mu. b@e 
sides raising fine stock, make the Maori some- 
what indolent: He is second to no native race 
in bravery and intelligence, and can even dis- 
tinguish himself in professions like law or 
medicine: but he does not. take kindly to heavy 
manual labour. Yet the physical development 
of young natives is splendid, and one of the 
sights of Rotorua is the diving of children from 
high bridges. They can overtake and capture 
pennies they reach the bottom of the 
stream. 

Near Whakarewarewa is a model village, or 
“- pah,” complete with fortifications and publie 
buildings. ‘The ehief of these is the meeting- 
house, where all important public affairs are 
transacted Its carved facade is a fine 
example of Maori art, and includes grotesque 
representations of ancient gods. The pearly 
shell of the “pawa "ie skilfully introduced 
for decoration, and in this there is a strong 
resemblance between Maori and Red Indian 
carving. The artistic spirit of the Maori is 
also shown in the beautiful flax mats he weaves 
and colours, and in ornaments of groen stone 
and weapons of stone. Articles of this kind 
may be bought by the visitor, and are most 
interesting souvenirs. 


A BURIED VILLAGE. 


A few miles from Rotorua is the buried 
village of Wairoa, overwhelmed in the terrible 
voleanic eruption of 1886, which also destroyed 
the beantiful pink and white terraces on Lake 
Rotomchana. Several lives were lost amongst 
white residents and visitors, while a large 
number of natives are believed to have perished. 
Thick clouds of voleanica ash rolled over the 
country side, bringing the darkness of night 
with them. Great explosions shook the 
ground, and huge stones were flung out.from a 
newly-opened crater on Mount Tarawers. 
Houses were crushed like nut. shells, and al! 
that remains of Macrae’s Hotel, a popular 
hostelry, is a twisted portion of an iron water- 
tank On the hillside above may still be seen 
the crazy little fowlhouse which sheltered the 
children of the local clergyman with their 
coverniess, and saved them from their parents’ 
fate. In a cottage near by is a strange collec- 
tion of relics, all covered with i ash 
devosit like those of Pompeu 

Sida by side. lie sancepans, lob ves of bread, 
knives and forks, children’s toys, and articles 
of jewellery, grim stony witnesses of tragedy. 
Strange to say, the volcanic depdsit has proved 
be very rich soil, and luxuriant growth 
already covers the melancholy ruins of the 
village. From the ridge, where the little 
church stands, there is a lovely view over lakes 
and mountains. 

On the road to Wairoa the visitor passes the 
gleaming Blue and Green Lakes, set Jike opals 
in a frame of velvet. They are separated br 
a narrow strip of land, and it ie said we owe 
their varied colouring to some chemical deposit 
The popular “ Round Trip” includes a visit 
to Frying Pan Flat and Waimancu Geyser, the 
highest m the world. After being active for 
years, It subsided, and was copvsidered by some 
scientists to be extinct. But one day, not 
long ago, it buret into violent eruption, ane. 
ead to say, brought death to two young gir's 
who were photographing the huge crater. _ 
Here, truly, Nature has been prodigal of 
wonders, ahd it would take months to studv 
them - adequately. They teach, above all, a 
solemn lesson of the greatness of Creation and 
the power that lies behind, of the feebleness of 
man and his works. ' AOTRA.’ 
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THE MODERN JEHU. 


A New Irish Type. 


He is more or less a product of petrol, revo- 
hition, and civil war. The firet-named and the 
cheap car gave him a calling; while the twin 
disturbances have brought him to a state of 
supreme efficiency. 

Throughout the length and breadth of the 
land you will find him, this modern Jehu of the 
Irish roads, the hackney motor car driver. And 
wherever you meet him he is always true to 
type. Low in stature, weatherbeaten coun- 
tenance, and keen-eyed. In the matter of 
apparel he ie not particular. A heavy over 
coat, oil etained and faded, worn in all 
weathers; a soft hat or cap, something that 
can be well jammed down on the head; strong 
boots; gloves rarely. 

Í have encountered him in all parts, but I 
th:ak at his best in the Midlands Here the 
open roads of the rolling plains give most scope 
for the passion for speed that lies not too 
latent in his heart. 

He eits, or rather crouches, behind the steer- 
ing wheel, one shoulder slightly lower than the 
other, and his head on one side. Sometimes 
there is a dreamy expression in his eyes, but 
let not this alarm you, for he is wide-awake, 
and should a rabbit cross the road a hundred 
yards ahead it will not escape his notice. 

His knowledge of the country is thorough. 
He will take you by winding lanes, through 
narrow byways, along canal banks; and even 
across. fields in these days of broken bridges 
and trenched roads. An equal knowledge he 
posseeses of the character of his car. Something 
goes wrong with the engine, and his practised 
ear at once diagnoses the trouble. e car 
stops, he alights, throws open the hood, and 
plunges his hands into the throbbing machinery 
as fearleasly as a skilled surgeon will stab his 
lance into the vitals of a subject on the operat- 
ing table. The delay is only momentary. 

If you expect to find in him a genial com- 
panion on your journey you will be disap- 
pointed, and rightly so, for he is far too highly 
efficient to be a mere entertainer. His trade 
absorbs him. Besides, is he not engaged in a 
hazardous occupation with you in his care? 

o not for a moment compare him with the 
old-fashioned jarvey of fact and oftener of 
fiction. He is a man of different stamp. The 
one loosely held the reins while his horse 
ambled slowly along. The other grips has 
wheel with hands of steel, and threshes out the 
miles at a rate not to be disclosed. While the 
old hackney driver tried to beguile you with 
local gossip and oft told tales, our modern 
charioteecr regales you with -speed. 

On the question of fares he is equally satis- 
factory. At the end of your journey he will 
tell you the precise amount. No “lave it to 
yerself ' business. That is if the car is his own 
property, as it sometimes ie: but shauld he he 
only a paid driver he will add the words, “ for 
the car.” It is then open to you to reward, 
according to your conscience and your pocket, 
one to whom you have entrveted your life. 

His courage and resourcefulness are as con- 
spicuous as the massive silver ring that he loves 
to wear on the little finger of his grimy hand. 
The following danger and difficulties through 
which he recently conveyed me in the course of 
one short journey should convinee the most un- 
believing that my enthusiasm for him is not 
without cause. 

We were ecurrying along a narrow road in an 
unsettled part of the country when suddenly 
the ear awerved to one side, pitching me into 
the other corner of the seat.

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The Passing of the “ Super.” 


The important pronouncement issued by the 
R. and A. Committee for publication on Tues- 
day has been taken as an indication that the 
Committee have at last succeeded in their 
efforts to find a more suitable “ standard ” than 
the one at present in use, and that before long 
instead of the now fashionable wind-cheater and 
distance-getter we will have in our competitions 
a ball the hitting and controlling of which will 
eall for a display of greater skill on the part of 
the average player than he at present is capable 


“ Of the experimental balls it was the lightest 
(291) which excited favourable comment: the 
beavier (32 and 35 dwt.) were generally con- 
demned,"’ says the report of the Committee. 
“It has been possible to experiment on a small 
scale- with balls 1.66 inches diameter and 27 dwt. 
weight and balls 1.62 inches diameter and 25 
dwt. weight. These have been tested by players 
of all classes at St. Andrews, and they are 
practically unanimous in the opinion that the 
use of them adds considerably to the interest 
and enjoyment of the game. The majority 
prefer the larger and the heavier ball.” 

In the opinion of the Committee, if balls of 
this character can be placed on the market, and 
if golfers will agree to try them in their private 
matches, the Committee would be encouraged 
to hope that a standard of weight in relation to 
size can be established which will be satisfae- 
tory to 100 per cent. of the players. This will 
be read with satisfaction, inasmuch as it indi- 
cates the probable passing of the “ super ball ”’ 
and the replacing of it by one that will be more 
dificult to control in the wind and on the 
putting greens, a ball that will not make a fool 
of the average player by encouraging the de- 
lusion that because he can “ swipe" it 250 yards 
he can play golf. ONES 

Vardon has placed it ón record that it (the 
modern rubber-cored ball) “has dattered many 
people into the idea that they are better players 
than is the case, and that they can master the 
finer points of the pastime in a period which, In 
due course, they | rm to be hopelessly in- 
sufficient for the purpose. That may be good 
or bad. according to the point of view. In the 
sense that it affords greater enjoyment for the 
majority, it is good. In the sense that it does 
away with the old incentive to deep thought 
and consummate skill, it is bad.” That opinion 
was voiced by the greatest golfer of our time 
years before the “ supe rubber-cored ball 
came along. If it was true then, how much 
more so 1s It to-day, when even our classic links 
are being made to look comparatively easy by 
rather indifferent golfers with the aid of the 
“ bounding Billy ” ? 

Coming events, even in cast their 
shadows before. That the lighter ball is coming, 
and that the hefty “swiper pure and simple 
is going to revert to his proper position in the 
game, appeare to be tclerably certain. It seems 
to me that the true significance of the decrease 
in the price of the ball has not been realised by 
the average golfer. In the reduction of the 
prices to 2s. 6d. of certain celebrated distance- 
getters the average player saw merely a wel- 
come and long-wished-for reduction im price. 
The “cut ” is generally regarded as an indica- 
tion that a new and lighter ball is about to be 
marketed shortly, and that present stocks must 
be ‘‘ cleared.’" Whether that is so remains to be 
seen. But for the present, at all events, it is 
something to be thankful for that the price of 
the golf ball has been so appreciably lowered, 
and that the R. and A. Committee are en 
deavouring to restore to the game of golf that 
element of “ consummate skill ”“ the disappear 
ance of which was brought about by the in- 
ventive genius of the ball makers 

The present-day cost of golf clubs is just as 
pressing as the cost of the ball; but here St.
